The department’s estimate as 
of Aug. 1 showed Indiana with 
the highest prospect for a per- 
acre production of any state 
among 13 considered leading in 
that crop. 
The 107 bushels forecast for 
Indiana compared with 106 for 
Iowa and 105 for Illinois, the 
nation’s leading corn states, and 
104 for Kansas. Others ranged 
from 96 for Nebraska and 90 
for Minnesota to the 80’s f o r 


most other states but 51 for 
South Dakota. 
The department forecast a to­ 
tal production of .556,400,000 bu­ 
shels for Indiana, about 50 mil­ 
lion 
bushels 
above 
the 1972 
production of 507,936,000 bu­ 
shels. 
Iowa, perennially the leading 
corn 
state 
in 
total 
bushels, 
showed a probable loss in pro­ 
duction of a'bout 30 million bu­ 
shels but still about 1,181,900.000 
bushels compared with 1,212,- 
200.000 last year.

Do you 
Tive it much thought? Would you be 
willing to make a study of this very im­ 
portant part of your spiritual life? 
For some, prayer is a formal but rout­ 
ine practice, a good deal like putting on 
their shoes in the morning — they hard­ 
ly know when they put them on for their 
thoughts are racing ahead into the plans 
for the day. 
This is probably as it should be regard­ 
ing putting on our shoes; but praying is 
altogether a different matter. 
Prayer 
ought to be more stimulating than a 
good cup of coffee. Prayer should seem 
more vital to us than a tasty breakfast. 
The length of our prayer is never its 
main feature with God. But unless we 
Christians discover a way to engage in a 
vital personal prayer experience we are 
going to miss the best that God has for 
us. 
Life is too important and eternity is 
too long for us to goof up in our prayer 
life.

As Chile hovers on the brink 
of civil war, the traditional 
neutrality of Its arm ed force* is 
undergoing its severest test. 
Evidence of the strain is seen 
in a report ed plot against the 
Marxist regime of President 
Salvador Allende i n v o l v i n g 
some crew members of two 
warships and in. the abortive 
coup on June 29 by part of an 
armored regiment. 
But the outbreaks have been

.so 
far 
easily 
contained.

polarization which, is 'dividing 
the country between the ex­ 
ternes of right and left, it is 
the armed forces which contin­ 
ue to hold, the confidence of 
both sides. 
The army joins the political 
center in its hopes that violence 
will be avoided. 


Terrorism Increases 
It opposes both the demands 
for a “popular dictatorship” by 
the radical Movement of the 
Revolutionary

and

conspiracies

rightist 
“Patria y Libertad.” 
The 
difficulties 
facing 
the 
Allende regí,me arise from the 
same issues that brought about 
last October’s crisis and have 
intensified 
as 
Allende

Incidents of terrorism have 
become daily occurrences.

It does seem plausible that a 
scandal of W atergate’s messi­ 
ness could topple the govern­ 
ment of a country whose chief 
executive 
must 
he prepared 
daily 
to1 
answer 
for his 
administration’s 
policies 
and 
deeds 
and 
who 
can be 
dismissed 
instantly 
if his 
answers 
do 
not 
satisfy 
a 
majority of the Parliament. 
The usual purpose of men­ 
tioning the likely impact of a 
Watergate-type scandal on a 
parliamentary government is to 
dramatize its gravity rather 
than to suggest that the United 
States dump its federal system. 
Some political scientists might 
be ready to' argue for such a 
switch, 
but 
the 
American 
electorate probably would re­ 
gard it in the same light as a 
proposal to abandon baseball in 
favor of cricket. 


Still,

does 
highlight the fact that there .is 
no way to require an American 
President to account for his 
actions and no way within, the 
Constitution to let the people 
decide whether the President 
should

Impeachment is H-Bomb 


■Of course, there is. impeach­ 
ment. 
But 
in 
that 
process 
Congress is both the plaintiff 
and the jury, and conviction 
íorever banishes the defendant 
from public office. In parlia­ 
mentary countries, the legisla­ 
ture also can give the chief 
executive his walking papers, 
but he can take his case to the 
country and. obtain judgment 
from the people in the elections 
that 
follow the fall 
of his 
administration. 


Impeachment is the H-bomb 
of

system, 
a 
weapon 
perhaps 
feared 
as 
much 
by 
its 
possessors 
as

victims. Americans take some 
pride that no President has 
been removed from office for 
“treason, bribery or other high 
crimes and misdemeanors.” 
One 
me-miber of Congress,

Edith 
Green, 
D-Ore., 
regards impeachment as “vir­ 
tually 
inoperative.” 
She 
be­ 
lieves 
the 
requirement 
that 
actual crimes be alleged “does 
not 
lend 
itself to 
resolving 
conflicts which arise when a 
President subverts the constitu­ 
tional 
role 
of 
Congress 
or 
trespasses upon, the rights of 
the people.” 


Furthermore, she says, im­ 
peachment 
may 
remove 
a 
President 
but leave 
a 
vice 
president and an administration 
devoted to his 
policies 
and 
methods. 


Proposes Amendment 


So Mrs. Green has proposed a 
constitutional amendment call­ 
ing for an adaptation of the 
parliamentary system of re­ 
quiring a chief executive to 
undergo a test of confidence. 
Her proposal would not replace 
impeachment. 
The amendment would permit 
Congress, by two thirds votes of 
both House and Senate—upon 
finding that the President had

Nixon Signs 
Big Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ac­ 
cepting

compromise

Congress, P r e s i d e n t Nixon 
signed into law today a new\ 
four-year farm bill which he 
said 
would 
encourage 
full 
agricultural 
production 
and 
help bring down food prices. 
The heart of the bill, passed 
by Congress before it took a 
month-long recess, establishes 
government supported “ target 
prices” significantly below av­ 
erage market prices. 
In a statement, Nixon said: 
“ If. means that our farm ers can 
expand production during the 
current 
period of worldwide 
food and fiber shortages with­ 
out fear of a serious drop in 
farm income.” 
“Indeed, this law should help 
in our battle against inflation 
by 
encouraging farmers 
to 
produce at full capacity.” 
He 
said 
the 
cost 
of the 
program to 'taxpayers In the 
form of government payments 
to farmers would be reduced 
and in some cases eliminated 
because 
strong demand 
is 
keeping 
prices 
considerably 
higher than support levels.

Market Chain Buses Older Citizens 
Of Detroit Inner-City To Stores

DETROIT (UPI) - To an 
elderly inner-city resident with 
a 
fixed 
income 
and 
no 
transportation, patrolling the 
corner market can be expen­ 
sive, frustrating, and even 
dangerous. 
But. for more than two years, 
a supermarket chain in south­ 
ern Michigan, Great Scott has 
been providing Detroit s inner- 
city elderly with a way to 
escape the high pnces—and the 
perils—of shopping 
at 
the 
neighborhood store. 
The idea was the brainchild 
of Lewis L. Redmond pastor of 
the near-downtown Cass Com­ 
munity Methodist Church. He 
persuaded Great Scott Presi­ 
dent Nathan Fink to finance 
bus trips for senior citizens to 
the firm's newer, more expan­ 
sive stores in bettor sections of 
the city. 
They’re literally Starving 
‘We know the money these 
people have just doesn t stretch 
they’re literally staning in 
the inner city,” Redmond said. 
"And shopping around here is 
neither cheap nor sale, 
he 
ad ed. “Somebody can deal 
their money or their groceries, 
and big chains won’t locate 
here because the land values 
price anybody ou of business. 
The program started in May, 
1971 with Great Scott chipping 
in $60 a month to buy gas for 
one weekiv bus trip. Since then 
it has expanded to a $350-a- 


month venture which aLso pays 
for 
the 
bus 
driver 
and 
maintenance. 
Redmond esti­ 
mates so far more than 10,000 
inner-city shoppers have taken 
advantage of the service. 
The church-owned bus takes 
a load to one of the firm’s 
suburban stores four times 
weekly, and then returns the 
passengers to their doorsteps. 
The Food’s Much better 
"I won't say everything is 
cheaper, but I know the food’s 
much better,” said Bill Kra­ 
mer, a regular patron for the 
past year. ’The meat you get 
in the neighborhood is brought 
in after it’s been sitting in a 
suburban store for a few days 
and it's black on the bottom. 
All inner-city stores are like 
that.” 
He said on a typical trip, “I’ll 
pay $35 for food that would cost 
$50 where I live.” 
Another regular, an elderly 
woman, said she likes the 
program because the service 
and selection at local markets 
leaves her “disgu<ted” 
The bu?» is driven by Bob 
G.usuch, a re ired truck driver 
whose son and daughter-in-law 
often accompnay him to help 
the elderly passengers load and 
unload their purchases. 
‘ They break their backs to 
help you along.”

The lesson today might be 
called. “The Birth of Love,” tor 
In it we ace how love gradually 
emerged from the earliest 
Jewish tradition and came to 
be the great commandment. 
In Jesus’s day the rabbis had 
calculated that the Jewish law 
contained 365 prohibitions and 
2 4 8 
pos it ive 
com m a nd s. 
Naturally there was a perennial 
ranking of these commands in 
order of importance, and the 
question often came up, which 
was the greatest. In order of 
time the first answer given, was 
the first of the ten com­ 
mandments, “Thou shalt have 
no other gods 'before me.” 'The 
traditional account then goes on 
to quote the Lord as saying that 
he was a “Jealous 'God, visiting 
the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children. ..” Here we have 
a primitive and somewhat 
repelling picture of God with 
no hint of any bonds of love 
between Him and his chosen 
people. 
Love For The Lord 
But in Deuteronomy love 
comes into the picture. In the 
great commandment the Jews 
now were enjoined to “love the 
Lord with all your heart and 
with all your soul and with all 
your might.” This love was to 
be something more than the 
human emotion that we usually 
call love. It should be a com­ 
bination of emotional, outpouring 
and reverence. And above ail, 
it should be all-encompassing— 
the greatest thing in the life 
of every Jew\ 
And this is what it has 
become in the Jewish tradition. 
Called the Shema, the command 
must be said twice a day, must 
be used to open synagogue 
services, and must be engraved 
on the doorposts of houses. 
In the passage from Mark we 
see a further refinement of the 
.great 'Commandment. Jesus had 
been asked by a scribe what 
he considered to be the greatest 
commandment. Like the pious 
Jew that he was, Jesus repeated 
the Shema, and then added to 
it 
a 
commandment 
from 
Leviticus, “You shall love your 
neighbor as yourself.” Paul, in 
the passage from Romans 
which we study today, declares 
'that all of the ten com­ 
mandments are summed up in 


til* injunction to love one’s 
neighbor as one’s self. The point 
is logically sound, for if a 
person’s attitude toward others 
is dominated by love, he will 
not steal, covet, or kill, or 
commit any other of the of­ 
fenses prohibited by the Ten 
Commandments. 
Love For The Outsider 
The commandment to love 
one’s neighbor as one’s self is 
probably the most difficult of 
all the Biblical commandments 
to follow because it demands 
a kind of spiritual regeneration 
before it can be put into effect. 
It is not difficult tor us to love 
someone who has attracted and 
flattered us by loving ms before 
we love them. Love can easily 
b e c o m e self-centered and 
hedonistic. Indeed, 'under 'these 
circumstances l ove 
really 
ceases to be a virtue at all 
and becomes more a self- 
interested means of maintaining 
our ego. 
But to love the other—the 
person who has noparticular 
affection for us or may even 
be our enemy—this is the 
superme test of love for the 
Christian. Jesus made this very 
plain in the story of the Good 
Samaritan. 
Much of the trouble and grief 
of this world results from the 
relative Lack of this kind of 
Christian love. We are almost, 
overwhelmed by the sentimental 
lcve which is hurled at us from 
ail sides by novels and the 
media, but love for the other, 
the outsider, is a very scarce 
article indeed. And where this 
love is most lacking, frightful 
hostilities and. conflict can 
spring up. The troubles in 
Ireland are a case in point, and 
the complete lack of Christian 
iove exhibited by both sides is 
ai the more scandalous because 
both sides apea! to Christianity 
in order to actually heighten 
their hatred tor each other. 
The Perfect Relationship 
Christianity also includes love 
of God as a quality of equal 
or greater importance with love 
of the other, and because of 
its concentration on. love Is 
u n i q u e among the other 
religions of the world. Love 
plays some part, of course, in 
any religion which has a 
c a p a. c i t y to hold human 
loyalties, but none except 
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'Christianity makes it the cen­ 
tral tenent. Love of God and 
love of man, when equally 
combined, create the only 
perfect relationship of any kind 
in this world. But the difficulty 
of effectuating it makes it the 
hardest relationship to attain in 
this world.

Is it possible to affirm the 
authority of the Bible as the 
written word of God without 
claiming it is entirely free of 
error? 
One 
of 
America’s 
largest 
Protestant denominations, the 
28,8 million mom her Lutheran 
Church (Missouri Synod), has 
been brought to the brink of 
schism 
by 
bitter 
internal 
dissension over that question. 
At its recent national 'Conven­ 
tion 
in 
New 
Orleans, 
a 
fundamentalist majority headed 
by 
President 
J.A.O. 
Preus 
rammed through a series of 
resolutions which commit the 
denomination firmly and un­ 
equivocally 
to 
the 
literal 
“inerrancy” of the scriptures. 
This means in principle that 
every pastor, seminary profes­ 
sor 
and 
member 
of 
the 
Missouri Synod is required to 
uphold every word of the Bible 
as 
literally 
and 
historically 
true. 


Tirije* On Spot 


This dogmatic stand, which 
the convention took by a 6 - 4 
majority, may place an intoler­ 
able burden on the consciences 
of 
some 
Missouri 
Lutherans 
who revere the Bible but cannot 
regard it as Infallible in every 
detail. 


Immediately on the spot are 
President John "Metjen and a 
majority 
of 
the 
faculty 
of 
Concordia 
Seminary 
in 
St. 
Louis, the denomination’s larg­ 
est institution for training of 
pastors. 
These 
scholars 
would 
be 
regarded in most major Pro­ 
testant bodies as conservative 
in 
their 
attitude toward the

The only question seems to be 
whether Tietjen—and the sub­ 
stantial minority of Missouri 
Synod pastors and laymen who 
share his 'views—will leave the 
denomination entirely for some

such as the American Lutheran 
Church or the Lutheran Church 
in America. 
Peacemakers in the Missouri 
Synod ate trying to head off 
such a schism.

SEA GIRT, N.J. (UPI) — A 
commandant in the National 
Guard, by day, a state senator 
by 
night 
and 
a 
lawyer 
whenever he can find the time 
—Wayne Dumont, R-N.J., is all 
three of those people and with 
another election 
approaching, 
he shows no sign of slowing 
down. 
Dumont, 59, readily admits 
his 
time 
must 
be 
neatiy 
budgeted. A 20-year veteran of 
the New Jersey- state senate, he 
a’so serves as commandant of 
the 
National 
Guard 
officer 
training complex in the peace­ 
ful seaside resort town of Sea 
Girt. 
“I figure that I put in 75 full 
working days a year with the 
National Guard and another 150 
as 
a 
senator,” Dumont, 
a 
colonel, 
said 
recently 
while 
overseeing 
his 
troops 
at 
a 
nearby 
Ft. 
Dix 
machinegun 
range. “That doesn’t give me 
too much time for my law 
practice which happens to be 
my major source of income. 
“But happily, my clients are 
very patient with me,” he said 
grinning. 
No doubt, Dumont’s constitu­ 
ents 
in 
New 
Jersey’s 
15th 
district which 
spans 
Sussex, 
Warren and part of Passaic 
Counties, are a’so very patient 
with him.. They have elected 
him six times since 1954 and 
are favored, to do .so once again 
this coming November. 
“I’ve never had any problems 
regarding the time I spend with 
the National Guard.,” he said. 
“ My constituents know I do this 
and they approve. In fact, quite 
often 
when 
I 
have a 
state 
function to attend at night, FU 
go in uniform.” 
Dumont may be more noted 
as a politician, but he talks like 
a military man. Case in point 
was 
the 
mention 
of 
the 
problems 
currently 
plaguing 
the Republican party in New 
Jersey. 


“We’ve got. a stiff fight on 
our hands if we are to return a 
majority to either house this 
fall,” he said. “The over-riding 
issue will without question be 
the honesty of candidates. 
“I’m very sorry about, what’s 
happened to a lot of the people 
in my party recently—a lot of 
them 
were 
my 
friends—but 
they asked for it. Politicians 
know what the pay is1 in this 
business and they’ve got to be 
willing 
to 
make 
sacrifices. 
They’ve got to accept the fact 
that running for public office 
involves a great deal of time 
and 
you’ll 
never 
become 
materially wealthy.” 
Dumont, wrho ran unsuccess­ 
fully 
for 
governor 
of 
New 
Jersey in 1965, is one “name” 
Republican to be untainted by 
the discredited Cahill adminis- 
ti ation. 
While matter-of-factly 
chalking that up to spending as 
much time possible with his 
constituents, he also had an 
opinion as to why corruption 


often 
becomes 
entangled in 
poliics. 
‘The 
key 
to 
any 
man’s 
political future is supervisión- 
supervisión of your people,” 
Dumont said, “That’s what got 
Nixon into trouble. Just like in 
the officer coros here, you. don’t 
just assign people to positions 
and then forget about them. 
The biggest part of being a 
leader 
is 
to 
supervise 
the 
people you have under you.” 
Watching Dumont superrising 
his 
troops 
on 
the 
dusty, 
unseasonably hot firing range, 
you get the impression that his 
firs’ 
love 
is 
still 
with 
the 
military. 
Only 
a few nights 
earlier, he canceled all other 
business to trek out to another 
Ft. Dix range where an officer 
candidate had broken a leg. 
“I like being out here with 
the troops,” said the man who 
has been in the National Guard 
for 22 years. “This is where it’s 
all 
at, 
not 
in 
some 
air- 
conditioned office. And it’s the 
same way with the senate job. I 
try as much as possible to get 
out and meet with the people 
•who elected me. I owe them 
that.’ 
As 
for 
the 
time 
which 
Dumont so carefully balances 
between three different occupa­ 
tions, there is, of course, one 
way to combine at least two of 
them. 
A 
successful 
run 
for the 
governorship in the near future 
would make him the state’s No. 
1 politician and the command­ 
er-in-chief 
of 
the 
National 
Guard. 
Don’t bet that Wayne Dumont 
hasn’t ruled out that possibility 
either—it’s just that right now, 
he hasn’t got the time.

NEW YORK (UPI) - More 
large corporations are becom­ 
ing interested in using pubic 
and: educational television sta­ 
tions for specialized advertising 
campaigns 
the 
commercial 
networks 
find difficult 
to 
handle. 
There are about 225 such 
stations in the country. They 
live off 
local contributions, 
educational subsidides and the 
federal government's annual 
appropriations for the Corpora­ 
tion for Public Broadcasting 
which has grown 
from $5 
million in 1968 to $45 million in 
the current year. They also sel! 
advertising time. 
Currently there is a controv­ 
ersy between the CPB, which 
hods the pursestrings, and the 
Public Broadcasting 
Service, 
which does 
most 
of 
the 
programming. CPB Chairman 
Henry Loomis wants the PBS to 
refrain from national programs 
of a controversial nature. Most 
of the public and educational 
stations disagree and were 
getting some support from 
national advertisers in financ­ 
ing such programs. 
Executives Show Interest 
Recently Ms. Jere Tognazzini 
of KCET of Los Angeles, the 
country’s third largest public 
TV station, made a cross­ 
country trip to call on big 
corporations for help in financ­ 
ing programs for public and 
'educational stations. 
Ms. Tognaszini visited, such 
representative corporations as 
Burlington Northern, Control 
Bata, 
Me Donnell-Douglas, 
Chrysler, 
Kroger, 
Eastman 
Kodak, Procter & Gamble. 
Among large advertisers al­ 
ready in public and educational 
TV on a substantial scale are 
Mobil Oil, Polaroid, Ford, Sears 
Roebuck, Coca-Cola, General 
T e l p b o n e , General Foods, 
Exxon and Xerox. 
Ms. Tognazzini told United 
Press International she ran into 
some interesting reactions. “A 
number of executives, noting 
that public TV has a big 
audience among older and well- 
to-do persons, were interested 
in exploring it as a vehicle for 
attracting investors,” she said. 
Serial Show Asked 
She also said several com­ 
panies, 
including 
American 
Telephone & Telegraph and 3M 
Co., want to do programs on 
the approaching bicentennial of 
the Union on public TV. 
International. B ti s t n e s s Ma­ 
chines is considering a series 
on arts and the humanities. 
Another company wants to 
stage ‘‘original plays of merit” 
on public TV. A food company 
wants to do a serial show 
covering the whole area of 
nutrition.

HOOSIER POLITICS 
By HORTENSE MYERS 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
question of whether three poli­ 
tical parties automatically qual­ 
ify for a place on the 1974 Indi­ 
ans election ballot apparently 
depends on an opinion sought 
by Governor Bowen from At­ 
torney General Theodore L. Sen- 
dak. 
The governor is chairman of 
the state election board. T h e 
problem is one left unanswered 
when the indiana Legislature 
failed to act on it. 
State law covering qualifica­ 
tions of a political party to be 
on the election ballot specify 
that parties receiving more than 
one-half of one per cent of the 
vote for secretary of state in 
the last general election w i l l 
have a place on the next elec­ 
tion’s ballot without having to 
petition for it. 
AIP Raises Question 
The Republican and Democra­ 
tic Parties have no problems 
getting sufficient votes but gen­ 
erally they are the only two 
assured of spots without th e 
hassle of going the minority 
party route of filing petitions 
and get ting' election board ap­ 
proval. 
But the Indiana American In­ 
dependent Party has raised the 
question of whether it also is 
qualified for the 1974 ballot by 
virtue of a vote of 8,525 in 1972 
—the last general election—for 
the office of governor. 
The office of secretary of state 
was not on the ballot in the 
last general election because of 
a 
change by constitutional 
amendment from two-year to 
four-year terms for this office. 
Old Law Remains 
However, the old law that had 
been written in the expectation 
the secretary of state’s office 
always would be on the gen­ 
eral election ballot under the 
two vear term still remains on 
the books. 
Sendak’s staff is checking the 
question of how the conflict 
should be solved between “last 
general election”—which would 
be 1972—and the specification of 
the secretary of state's vote as 
the basis for qualifying automa­ 
tically to get on the ballot 
Chairman Fred V. Culp and 
vice chairman Richard G. Wei 
mer of the AIP raised the ques 
tion of whether the vote for the 
highest Statehouse office on the 
last general election should not 
be the yardstick by which the 


one half of one per cent is 
measured. 
Others Not Enough 
Chief Deputy Wayne O. Davis 
of fhe State Election B o a r d 
.pointed out that “if you use the 
1970 secretary of state vote, 
then Berry Hurley just barely 
got one-half of one per cent but 
if you use the last election for 
governor then he got nowhere 
near enough.” 
Hurley, former Greonf i e 1 d 
mayor, did get enough votes to 
enable the AIP to meet the au 
tomatic qualification if the pn 
cent age is taken on the last vote 
for secretary of state in 1970 
when Secretary of State Larry 
Conrad defeated incumbent Re­ 
publican William N. Salín, 859,- 
660 to 83,5179 
This would mean a vote of 
8,466 would automatically get a 
party on the bn Hot if other 
qualifications were met. But if 
the yardstick is the 1972 vote 
for governor, then it would take 
a minimum of 10,585 votes. The 
1972 race for governor was 
won by Bowen over Welsh, 1,- 
203,903 to 900.489 with Hurley in 
third place with 8.525, followed 
by Peace and Freedom nomi­ 
nee Finley C„ Campbell w i f h 
6,278 and. Socialist. Labor nomi­ 
nee John M. Morris, 1,652.

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE: 
High blood pressure is the 
roost eom.rn.on of t he diseases, 
affecting the heart and blood 
vessels. Yet it is a silent dis­ 
ease, an insidious disease, 
which during its early stages 
seldom produces any symp­ 
toms perceptible to the per­ 
son who has it. Thus, unless 
a physical examination re­ 
veals that the blood pressure 
is elevated, a person may 
have the condition for years 
without knowing it. 
Uncontrolled high blood 
pressure forces the heart to 
work harder and may drive 
it into failure, causes serious 
damage to the kidneys, and 
substantially increases risk 
of heart attacks and strokes. 
All of this can occur be­ 
fore the person ever becomes 
aware that he has the dis­ 
ease. An estimated 23 million 
Americans today have high 
blood pressure, at least half 
of whom don’t know it; 
about 60,000 Americans die 
every year as a direct result
